SUBJECT: FONMIN ASNAG ON INTERNAL YEMEN SITUATION 

1. SUMMARY: ON FEB 2 NEWLY APPOINTED FONMIN ABDULLAH 
ASNAG DESCRIBED CURRENT INTERNAL SITUATION IN YEMEN AS GOOD 
WITH LTC IBRAHIM HAMDI IN CONTROL. ASNAG INDICATED THAT OVER 
COMING MONTHS MODERATES WISH TO MOVE AGAINST EXTREMISTS OF BOTH 
RIGHT AND LEFT. ASNAG EXPRESSED HOPE SAUDIS WILL SUPPORT HAMDI 

TO PREVENT POLARIZATION IN COUNTRY WHICH WOULD ONLY BENEFIT 
EXTREMISTS SUPPORTED BY PDRY AND IRAQ. SPECIFICALDY ASNAG ASKED 
THAT SAUDIS PROVIDE YEMEN ARMY WITH WEAPONS ALREADY PROMISED 
IN ORDER TO ENABLE HIM MOVE AGAINST POTENTIAL SOURCES OF TROUBLE 
FROM THE LUHUM CLAN. I RECOMMEND THAT WE SHOULD ADVISE 
SAUDIS TO SUPPORT HAMDI AS THE BEST MAN AT THIS JUNCTURE TO KEEP 
YEMEN ON AN EVEN KEEL. END SUMMARY 

2. DURING FEB 2 COURTESY CALL, FONMIN ASNAG INFORMED ME THAT 
CURRENT INTERNAL SITUATION IN YEMEN IS GOOD WITH LTC 

HAMDI CLEARLY IN CONTROL. ASNAG, HOWEVER, EXPRESSED CONCERN 
ABOUT POTENTIAL FOR TROUBLE-MAKING WHICH SHEIKH SINAN ABU 
LUHUM STILL ENJOYS IN COOPERATION WITH LEFTIST ELEMENTS 
SUPPORTED BY PDRY AND IRAQ. ASNAG STATED THAT HE HAD BEEN 
IN JIDDA WEEK BEFORE AND BRIEFED PRINCE SULTAN ALONG THESE 
LINES, WHILE ENCOURAGING LATTER TO GIVE FULL SUPPORT TO HAMDI.

ASNAG CONTINUED THAT SULTAN APPEARED TO UNDERSTAND NEED FOR 
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HAMDI AND MODERATES TO REMAIN IN CONTROL LEST INTERNAL SITUATION 
IN YEMEN POLARIZE. ASNAG NOTED WRYLY THAT SAUDIS "DO NOT 
ALWAYS UNDERSTAND YEMENIS". DESPITE SAUDI OFT-EXPRESSED INTENTION 
TO ALLOW YEMENIS TO SETTLE THEIR INTERNAL AFFAIRS IN THEIR OWN WAY. 

3. ASNAG CONTINUED THAT THERE ARE THREE STEPS WHICH MUST BE 
TAKEN OVER COMING MONTHS TO ENABLE MODERATES TO MAINTAIN CONTROL 
OF INTERNAL SITUATION: 

A) AS PROMISED BY SAUDIS, THE REMOVAL OF GENERAL AMRI FROM 
THE SCENE FOR THE TIME BEING AT LEAST SO THAT HE DOES NOT BECOME 
RALLYING POINT FOR HARD-LINE CONSERVATIVES. 

B) IN ORDER TO FORESTALL POSSIBLE COLLUSION BETWEEN 

SHAIKH ABDULLAH AL-AHMAR AND SINAN ABU LUHUM, ASSURANCES TO 
AHMAR THAT HAMDI DOES NOT PLAN TO MOVE AGAINST HIM AND HIS 
TRIBESMEN NOW THAT HAMDI ENJOYS ALMOST FULL SUPPORT OF ARMY. 

C) EARLY DELIVERY BY SAUDIS OF MILITARY EQUIPMENT TO YEMENI 
ARMY IN ORDER THAT HAMDI MAY EQUIP SEVERAL NEW UNITS WHICH IN 
TURN WILL ENABLE HAMDI TO MAKE FINAL MOVES AGAINST ALI ABU 
LUHUM AND MOHAMMAD ABU LUHUM, COMMANDERS OF THE RESERVE FORCES 
AND THE 6TH ARMORED BRIGADE RESPECTIVELY, WHO ARE PRESENTLY 
ONLY SOURCE OF POTENTIAL SUPPORT FOR SHAIKH SINAN, 

THEIR BROTHER. 

4. ASNAG WENT ON THAT MY MOVING SLOWLY AND CAUTIOUSLY, THE 
MODERATES WANT TO REMOVE AL-AYNI FROM POLITICAL SCENE FOR 
THE NEXT FIVE YEARS. AT THE SAME TIME, THEY WISH TO CONSOLIDATE 
THE POSITION OF THOSE YEMENI MODERATES AND MODERNISTS WHO ARE 
TRULY WORKING FOR YEMEN'S NATIONAL INTERESTS. THE SAUDIS 
MUST UNDERSTAND THIS AND NOT PUSH FOR A MORE CONSERVATIVE 
GOVERNMENT, LEST THIS BACK FIRE ON THEM IN YEMEN. 

ASNAG DESCRIBED ABD AL-AZIZ ABD AL-GHANI AS THE RIGHT MAN FOR 
THE JOB OF PRIMIN AT THE PRESENT TIME BECAUSE AS A 
MODERATE AND A MODERNIST HE CANNOT BE ACCUSED BY THE ADHERENTS 
OF AL-AYNI AS BEING A TOOL OF THE RELIGIOUS CONSERVATIVES AND 
BY EXTENSION OF THE SAUDIS. ASNAG ADDED THAT IN A FEW MONTHS 
ELECTIONS WILL BE HELD AND AT THAT TIME PERHAPS SOME OTHER 
POLITICAL LEADERS MORE ACCEPTABLE TO THE SAUDIS MIGHT ALSO BE 
INCLUDED IN THE GOVERNMENT; HAMDI, HOWEVER MUST MOVE SLOWLY 
IN ORDER TO HEAD OFF CHARGES THAT THE SAUDIS ARE MANIPULATING 
HIM. 
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5. ASNAG STATED THAT PRINCE SULTAN HAS PROMISED EARLY DELIVERY

EQUIPMENT FOR THE YEMEN ARMY BUT HE EXPRESSED HOPE THAT US 
WILL ALSO DISCREETLY ADVISE SAUDIS THAT THIS IN THEIR INTEREST 
TO DO. I INFORMED ASNAG THAT FIFER REPORT NOW BEING REVIEWED 
BY PENTAGON AND THAT NEXT STEP WAS FOR SAUDIS TO PROVIDE USG 
WITH RESULTS OF THEIR RECENT STUDY SO THAT FIFER REPORT 
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AND SAUDI REPORT MIGHT BE COORDINATED. I ADVISED ASNAG 
TO PASS THIS WORD TO HAMDI AND SUGGEST THAT YAR TOO MAKE 
FURTHER EFFORT PRESS SAUDIS. I PROMISED WE SHOULD DO LIKEWISE. 

6. COMMENT: ASNAG WAS AS FRIENDLY AND OPEN AS I HAD BEEN 
LED TO BELIEVE. HE PROMISED TO WORK CLOSELY WITH ME AND TO 
KEEP ME INFORMED OF ALL CURRENT EVENTS. WHILE APPEARING 
RELAXED AND CONFIDENT, HE DID STRIKE ME AS BEING GENUINELY 
CONCERNED THAT AMDI'S ABILITY OVER THE NEXT 3 TO 6 MONTHS TO 
MOVE AGAINST "EXTREMISTS" MIGHT BE ERODED IF SAUDIS DO NOT 
RALLY AROUND. NONETHELESS, IT WAS OBVIOUS TO ME, HE CLEARLY 
BELIEVES HAMDI IS THE MAN FOR YEMEN AT THE PRESENT TIME AND 
HOPES THAT WE AND THE SAUDIS WILL SUPPORT HIM FULLY. I 
RECOMMEND THAT AMBASSADOR AKINS PASS THE WORD TO THE 
SAUDIS OF THE NEED TO SUPPORT HAMDI BY MOVING QUICKLY 
ON BOTH THEIR DIRECT ARMS SHIPMENTS AS WELL AS ON THE RECENT 
SAUDI MILITARY REPORT. 
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
